Authorities  are  still  "cleaning  up  the 
mess.  Much  of  the  ceiling  was  blown 
off  the  classroom  when  the  bomb 
accidently  exploded,  and  the  room  is 
charred,  said  Wixom.- 
The  bomb  which  exploded  was 
strapped  around  Doris  Young,  who, 


together  with  her  husband,  had  taken 
150  elementary  school  children  and 
their  teachers,  hostage. 

According  to  Wixom,  the  Youngs 
told  the  children  that  they  were  car¬ 
rying  out  a  revolution.  The  couple  de¬ 
manded  a  $2  million  ransom  for  each 
of  their  hostages,  “even  if  everyone 
has  to  stay  here  10  days  or  more,” 
children  reported  the  couple  told 
them. 

Although  authorities  are  still  not 
sure  what  might  have  provoked  the 
Youngs,  lawmen  said  they  believe 
Cokeville  was  chosen  because  it  was 
such  a  small  town  (its  official  popula¬ 
tion  is  515  people). 

Y oung  had  been  a  marshall  in  Coke¬ 
ville  for  a  few  months  and  may  have 
picked  the  own  because  he  felt  there 
were  not  very  many  law  enforcement 
officers  to  stand  in  his  way,  added 
Wixom. 

An  AP  report  quotes  a  friend  of  the 
Youngs  as  saying  the  couple  was  hav¬ 
ing  marital  problems.  According  to 
the  report,  Doris  Young  confided  in 
her  friend  Eva  Barnes  that  she  was 
planning  to  leave  her  husband  be¬ 
cause  “he  was  no  longer  in  this 
world.” 

Mr.  Young  had  been  unemployed 
for  six  years  and  the  family  was  being 
supported  by  Mrs.  Young,  the  report 
said. 

Perhaps  the  biggest  reminder  of 
Friday’s  violence  will  be  the  night¬ 
mares  that  so  many  of  the  Cokeville’s 
residents  have  experienced.  Some  no 
longer  feel  safe  in  their  own  com¬ 
munity. 

Many  of  the  hostages  are  now  find¬ 
ing  it  difficult  to  sleep.  Some  of  the 
children  now  need  an  adult  to  sleep  in 
.  the  room  with  them. 

Perhaps  even  more  tragic  is  the 
fact  that  some  of  the  younger  children 
blame  themselves  for  the  bomb  explo¬ 
sion.  They  said  that  the  Youngs  told 
them  no-one  will  be  hurt  if  they  were 
obedient  —  and  they  can  not  help  but 
feel  that  the  bomb  went  off  because 
they  had  been  disobedient,  said  one 
parent.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Supreme  Court,  while 
striking  down  a  job-security  plan  for  black  teachers,  sig¬ 
naled  strong  support  Monday  for  affirmative  action  in  the 
American  workplace. 

By  a  5-4  vote,  the  court  invalidated  a  Jackson,  Mich., 
plan  protecting  from  layoffs  black  teachers  with  less 
seniority  than  whites.  But  the  narrowness  of  the  vote  and 
the  court’s  reasoning,  explained  in  four  separate  opinions, 
may  portend  a,  future  victory  for  on-the-job  racial  prefer¬ 
ences. 

In  separate  actions  also  involving  race  relations,  the 
court: 

—  Agreed  to  decide  in  a  case  from  Pleasant  Grove,  Ala. , 
whether  a  federal  voting  rights  law  may  bar  a  city  from 
annexing  all-white  areas  while  refusing  to  annex  neigh¬ 
boring  areas  where  blacks  live. 

—  Let  stand  a  ruling  in  a  Dallas  case  that  people  ap¬ 
plying  for  police  jobs  may  be  required  to  have  a  certain 
number  of  college  credits  eVen  if  the  rule  hurts  more 
blacks  than  whites. 

The  court  has  two  crucial  affirmative  action  cases  re¬ 
maining  to  be  decided  before  July,  one  from  the  New  York 
City  area  and  one  from  Cleveland. 

The  justices  did  not  retreat  significantly  Monday  from  a 
series  of  rulings  beginning  in  1978  supporting  the  concept 
of  affirmative  action  —  giving  racial  minorities  extra  help 
to  make  up  for  past  discrimination. 


Civil  rights  forces  predicted  Monday’s  decision  will  be 
only  a  temporary  setback. 

Burt  Neuborne,  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union’s 
chief  lawyer,  called  Monday’s  decision  “as  good  as  we 
could  have  hoped  for,”  adding  that  “it  portends  well”  for 
the  future  of  affirmative  action. 

A  major  issue  in  all  three  affirmative  action  cases  con¬ 
fronting  the  court  this  year  is  the  Reagan  administration’s 
contention  that  only  actual  victims  of  bias  should  receive 
preferential  treatment  in  hiring  and  promotion. 

President  Reagan,  advocating  a  “color-blind  society,” 
opposes  all  quotas  as  a  form  of  “reverse  discrimination” 
that  injures  the  innocent.,  usually  white  males. 

But  Justice  Lewis  F.  Powell,  writing  the  court’s  main 
opinion  Monday,  said,  “As  part  of  this  nation’s  dedication 
to  eradicating  racial  discrimination,  innocent  persons  may 
be  called  upon  to  bear  some  of  the  burden  of  the  remedy.  ” 

The  administration  said  Monday’s  ruling  did  not  settle 
the  victim-specific  issuer 

Justice  Department  spokesman  Terry  Eastland  said, 
“The  court  doesn’t  really  go  deeply  into  that  question,” 
and  added  that  the  two  pending  cases  “will  be  relevant”  in 
resolving  the  debate. 

The  ruling  left  the  future  scope  of  affirmative  action  in 
doubt  largely  because  there  was  no  consensus  among  at 
least  five  justices  on  why  the  Jackson  plan  should  be 
struck  down. 
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Soviet  reactors  won't  change 


MOSCOW  (AP)  —  The  government  has  no  plans 
to  put  containment  structures  around  nuclear  reac¬ 
tors  or  stop  building  them  in  heavily  populated 
areas  because  of  the  Chernobyl  disaster,  a  senior 
Soviet  atomic  energy  official  said  Monday. 

Ivan  Y  emelyanov ,  deputy  director  of  the  govern¬ 
ment  agency  that  designed  the  Chernobyl  power 
plant  reactor,  also  said  an  investigation  team  was 
appointed  and  went  to  work  on  the  day  of  the  acci¬ 
dent,  April  26. 

His  statement  at  a  meeting  with  foreign  repor¬ 
ters  appeared  to  contradict  reports  by  other  offi¬ 
cials  that  people  in  charge  at  Chernobyl  initially

The  government  did  not  acknowledge  the  explo¬ 
sion  and  fire  at  the  Ukrainian  plant  80  miles  north  of 
Kiev  until  68  hours  after  it  happened,  when  abnor¬ 
mally  high  levels  of  radiation  had  been  detected  in 
Scandanavia,  and  Sweden  demanded  an  explana¬ 
tion. 

Asked  whether  Soviet  authorities  plan  to  review 
the  practice  of  building  reactors  near  populated 
areas  and  allowing  worker  settlements  to  grow  up 
around  nuclear  power  plants,  Yemelyanov  said,  “I 


don’t  see  any  sign  that  this  concept  will  be  changed 
or  reviewed.” 

A  total  of  92,000  people  were  evacuated  from  an 
18-mile  radius  of  the  Chernobyl  plant  in  the  week 
after  the  accident.  Kiev,  the  Ukrainian  provincial 
capital  80  miles  away,  is  a  city  of  2.4  million. 

There  is  no  debate  on  the  design  of  Soviet  reac¬ 
tors,  Yemelyanov  said. 

The  four  Chernobyl  reactors  were  built  in  pairs, 
and  one  of  the  biggest  tasks  faced  by  rescue  teams 
was  to  keep  the  fire  in  No.  4  from  spreading  to  No.  3 
in  an  adjacent  building. 


County  commission  faces  suit 
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A  plea  for  the  reduction  of  1984  property  taxes  planned 
for  Wednesday’s  meeting  of  the  Utah  County  Commis¬ 
sioners  will  be  postponed  indefinitely  pending  the  outcoine 
of  a  civil  suit  filed  by  the  Utah  State  Tax  Commission 
against  the  commissioners. 

Vern  and  Jan  Hardy,  owners  of  a  local  fast-food  res¬ 
taurant,  said  they  paid  too  many  taxes  in  1984  on  their 
property  located  at  46  W.  1230  N.  and  wanted  a  refund. 
Their  appeal  was  previously  heard  by  the  Board  of 
Equalization,  the  board  in  charge  of  such  appeals,  but  was 
denied. 

The  County  Commissioners  had  agreed  to  hear  a  subse¬ 
quent  appeal  made  by  the  Hardys,  but  the  State  Tax  filed 
suit  preventing  the  action  claiming  the  commissioners 
have  no  authority  to  decide  the  matter,  said  a  spokes¬ 
women  at  the  County  Commissioner’s  office. 


According  to  Vern  Crowell,  Utah  County  deputy  tax 
assessor,  personal  property  taxes  are  calculated  from  a 
percentage  of  the  purchase  price  of  the  property  when  it 
was  bought,  plus  a  set  city  mill  levy  that  is  used  for 
operation  of  the  schools  and  the  city  in  which  the  taxpayer 
resides. 

“All  we  can  do  is  take  what  people  report  to  us  (to 
determine  the  property  tax),”  said  Crowell.  : 

Most  miscalculated  taxes  are  caused  by  misreports  of 
the  property’s  value  by  the  owner,  said  Crowell. 

If  the  property  owner  discovers  a  mistake  made  either 
by  the  county  or  himself,  an  appeal  can  be  made  to  the 
Board  of  Equalization,  he  explained. 

If  the  correct  papers  are  subsequently  submitted,  “the 
Board  of  Equalization  will  usually  give  (the  owner)  the 
benefit  of  the  doubt,”  said  Crowell,  “and  we  do  refund 
quite  a  bit  of  money.”

Richest  senators  not  most  powerful 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Depite  the  Senate’s  well  documented  reputation 
as  a  millionaire’s  club,  the  sehators  with  the  most  power  are  among  those  with 
the  least  wealth,  according  to  financial  dislcosure  forms  made  public  Monday. 

However,  in  a  body  that  includes  a  Roekfeller,  a  Heinz,  a  Kennedy  and  a 
Danforth,  even  the  less  wealthy  are  comfortable  by  the  standards  of  most 
Americans.  . 

For  example,  Senate  Majority  Leader  Bob  Dole,  R-Kan. ,  listed  assets  of  up 
to  $496,619  and  liabilities  of  up  to  $100,000.  Dole’s  wife,  Secretary  of  Trans¬ 
portation  Elizabeth  Dole,  is  a  millionaire  based  on  family  wealth. 

Dole’s  Democratic  counterpart,  Senate  Minority  Leader  Robert  C.  Byrd  of 
West  Virginia,  listed  a  maximum  of  $165,000  in  assets. 

Gannett  gains  newspaper  dynasty 

LOUISVILLE ,  Ky .  ( AP)  —  A  family  newspaper  dynasty  going  back  nearly 
70  years  ended  today  with  the  announcement  of  the  sale  of  The  Courier- 
Journal  and  the  Louisville  Times  to  Gannett  Co.  Inc.,  the  nation’s  largest 
newspaper  group. 

An  intense  quarrel  within  the  powerful  Bingham  family  of  Kentucky  re¬ 
sulted  in  a  decision  in  January  to  sell  the  media  empire. 

The  Courier-Journal  had  reported  in  a  copyright  story  today  that  sources 
close  to  the  sale  said  Gannett  was  the  new  owner.  It  said  other  companies 
making  bids  on  the  newspapers  included  The  Washington  Post  Co.  and  the 
Tribune  Co.  of  Chicago.  Others  interested  in  the  newspapers  included  The 
New  York  Times  Co.  and  the  Hearst  Corp. 

UP&L  seeks  $2  a  month  increase 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Utah  Power  &  Light  executives  said  no  general 
rate  increase  is  planned  for  1986,  but  the  utility  is  seeking  approval  of  a  $22 
million  “adjustment”  in  rates  charged  to  Utah  customers. 

James  C.  Taylor,  president  and  chief  executive  officer,  said  the  adjustment 
would  add  $1  to  $2  to  the  average  monthly  residential  bill,  if  it  is  approved  by 
the  Utah  Public  Service  Commission. 

E.  Allan  Hunter,  chairman  of  the  board,  said  UP&L  faces  unfair  competi¬ 
tion  from  municipal  utilities  able  to  buy  low-cost  power  from  the  federal 
government.  ,  ■  .  • 

This  power,  generated  from  federally  constructed  hydro-electric  dams,  is 
unavailable  to  investor-owned  utilities.  Also,  municipal  companies  do  not  pay 
taxes  on  the  purchases,  he  said. 

I  By  contrast,  UP&L  customers  pay  a  certain  amount  with  each  power  bill  for 
I  taxes  which  support  government  operation. 

U.S.  agents  stop  smuggled  bucks 

MIAMI  (AP)  —  Authorities  have  seized  nearly  $30  million  cash  leaving  the 
United  States  illegally  hidden  in  everything  from  tennis  balls  to  television  sets 
in  a  nationwide  offensive  to  cut  into  the  export  of  drug  profits. 

Operation  Buckstop  has  been  the  Customs  Service’s  most  effective  effort 
ever  against  currency  smuggling,  Customs  Commissioner  William  voil  Raab 
said  Monday. 

“We  looked  for  fictitious  addresses,  non-existent  firms,  anything  unusual, 
said  agent  Leon  Guinn. 

Agents  in  Miami  looked  beneath  a  pair  of  25-inch  television  screens  and 
discovered  $200,000.  They  found  $4.2  million  in  two  fake  air  compressors, 
sealed  and  painted  over  to  make  them  look  like  the  real  thing.  Agents  even 
came  across  tennis  balls  stuffed  with  thousands  of  dollars. 

Prisoners  want  to  practice  customs 

POINT  OF  THE  MOUNTAIN,  Utah  (AP)  —  Native  American  inmates  in 
Utah  State  Prison’s  minimum  security  unit  say  they  want  to  practice  their 
traditional  religious  customs,  but  prison  officials  say  sweat  lodges  and  other 
ceremonies  may  threaten  security. 

“What  they’re  asking  is  a  very  routine  part  of  the  correctional  religious 
programming  that  is  available  in  virtually  every  prison  in  the  country  that  has 
any  Indian  population  at  all,”  said  Walter  Echo  Hawk,  an  attorney  represent¬ 
ing  the  Native  American  Rights  Fund. 

The  prison  provides  inmate  religious  services  with  one  full-time  chaplain 
and  three  part-time  ones.  However,  those  chaplains  are  not  schooled  in  Indian 
religions  and  ceremonies. 

They  also  want  access  to  spiritual  leaders  and  medicine  men.  To  worship, 
native  Americans  would  need  a  drum  to  sing  spiritual  songs  with,  cedar  and 
sage  to  burn  and  bless  themselves  and  feathers  for  sending  their  prayers.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Almost  sing- 
lehandedly,  without  a  six-shooter  or  a 
screeching  tire,  Bill  Cosby  has 
changed  the  face  of  prime  time,  rais¬ 
ing  its  comedy  consciousness  and  re-  • 
ducing  its  violent  streak. 

Two  years  ago,  Cosby  said  he  was 
returning  to  prime  time  because  tele¬ 
vision’s  mayhem  level  had  become 
dangerous  to  his  family’s  health.  TV, 
he  said,  had  degenerated  into  a  bar¬ 
rage  of  cars,  guns,  hookers  and 
pimps,  and  he  wanted  to  offer  a  posi¬ 
tive  alternative. 

1986-87  schedules  change 

Success  breeds  change,  and  the  net¬ 
works’  1986-87  schedules  seem  to 
reflect  more  of  Cosby’s  attitude  and 
approach  to  programming.  Sitcoms 
are  up,  shoot-’em-ups  are  down. 

Led  by  “The  Cosby  Show,”  which  is 
so  popular  that  even  its  repeats,  if 
compiled  separately,  would  be  TV’s 
No.  2-ranked  series,  situation  com¬ 
edies  averaged  a  17.6  rating  in  1985- 
86,  up  from  15.4  in  the  previous  cam¬ 
paign. 

Action-adventure,  meanwhile,  fell 
from  15.9  to  14.7  (percent  of  the  na¬ 
tion’s  85.9  million  TV  homes.)  So  it’s 
no  surprise  that  sitcoms,  pronounced 
dead  the  season  before  Cosby  arrived 
when  none  made  the  Top  10,  will 
dominate  this  fall. 

ABC  will  have  10  comedies,  CBS 
six  and  NBC  13  for  a  total  of  29,  nine 
more  than  began  1985-86.'  There  are 
sitcoms  every  night,  including  three 
nights  when  they’ll  go  head-to-head 
on  two  networks. 

■  On  Monday,  NBC’s  “ALF,”  star¬ 
ring  a  wise-cracking,  furry  extra¬ 
terrestrial,  will  compete  with  CBS’ 
“Kate  &  Allie.”  ABC  and  CBS  have 
opposing  comedies  on  Wednesday,  in¬ 
cluding  ABC’s  “Perfect  Strangers” 
against  CBS’  new  “Together  We 
Stand.” 

On  Saturday,  NBC’s  “Facts  of 
Life”  is  scheduled  against  Lucille 
Ball’s  “Life  With  Lucy”  on  ABC. 
Then,  NBC’s  “227”  goes  against  “The 
Ellen  Burstyn  Show.” 

Variations  on  Cosby 

Clearly,  the  networks  think  home 
is  where  the  laughs  are.  Next  season, 
you’ll  see  several  variations  on  Cos¬ 
by’s  nuclear-family  theme. 

In  “Together  We  Stand,”  Elliott 
Gould  and  Dee  Wallace  Stone  will  be 
parents  to  a  color-coded  collection  of 
natural  and  adopted  kids:  a  blonde 
girl,  red-haired  boy  ,  black  girl,  Eura¬ 
sian  boy.  Alf,  the  alien  next  door,  will 
live  in  semi-harmony  with  Ma,  Pa,  the 
two  kids,  but  not  the  family  cat,  which 
Alf  eyes  for  his  next  meal. 

With  comedy  on  the  rise,  the  bot¬ 
tom  has  fallen  out  of  the  hard-action

NBC  has  “Crime  Story,”  which  is 
about  crime-stoppers  battling  Chica¬ 
go’s  Mob  in  the  1960s.  ABC’s  hard- 
action  entry  is  “Cold  Steel  and  Neon,” 
in  which  a  sensitive  detective  juggles 
dangerous  policework  with  raising 
two  teen-agers.  CBS  has  “Down¬ 
town,”  about  a  cop  saddled  with  four 
parolees. 

After  screening  the  “Downtown” 
pilot  for  ad  agency  types,  CBS  said 
the  violence  in  future  episodes  would 
be  toned  down. 

Even  that  noted  male  chauvinist 
“Mike  Hammer”  will  show  a  softer 
side  next  season,  CBS  said. 

So  will  ABC’s  “MacGyver,”  a  Mr. 
Wizard-inspired  daredevil  who  uses 
everyday  items  to  extricate  himself 
from  sticky  situations. 


He  (Cosby)  said  TV 
had  degenerated  into 
a  barrage  of  cars, 
guns,  hookers  and 
pimps,  and  he 
wanted  to  offer  a 
positive  alternative. 


Incoming  dramas  softer 

Most  incoming  dramas  are  softer, 
examining  professions  and  people 
that  don’t  wear  badges.  They  include 
a  female  surgeon  (CBS’  “Kay 
O’Brien,  Surgeon”),  an  alien  who  re¬ 
turns  to  Earth  to  raise  his  orphaned 
son  (ABC’s  “Starmari”)  and  a  country 
lawyer  (NBC’s  “Matlock.”) 

“Our  House,”  a  family  drama,  stars 
Wilford  Brimley  as  a  grandfather  who 
opens  his  home  to  his  widowed  daugh¬ 
ter-in-law  and  her  three  kids.  “Our 
House”  will  be  launched  after  — 
guess  what?  —  “The  Cosby  Show” 
before  it  moves  to  a  regular  Sunday 
spot. 

And  there’s  more  “Cosby”  impact: 
It  boosted  another  news  program  into 
prime  time.  Since  ABC  failed  miser¬ 
ably  against  “Cosby”  with  entertain¬ 
ment  shows,  the  network  opted  for 
news  in  the  time  period. 

ABC’s  Thursday  lineup  next  sea¬ 
son  will  have  “Our  World,”  “The  Col- 
bys”  and  the  news  magazine,  “20-20.” 

At  CBS,  “Cosby”  has  chased  “Mag¬ 
num,  P.I.”  to  Wednesday.  In  its 
place,  CBS  will  sacrifice  the  slipping 
“Simon  &  Simon.”
